DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-28 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Regarding claims 7-13 and 15, both the Claren et al. 5,899,999 reference and Gil-Vernet 
6,1 17,067 fail to disclose the step of injecting a bulking agent into the tape. They also fail to 
disclose the step of injecting and positioning the inflatable element with a bulking agent below 
the urethra and above the vagina. 

Regarding claims 14 and 16-28, the aforementioned prior art fails to disclose a 
filamentary structure containing a filamentary structure designed to provide the incontinence 
device additional adjustability. 

Additionally, references US 5,645,568; 4,549,545; and 5,383,904 disclose surgical 
suturing devices with a pledget to help improve the security of the suture in the tissue. The 
references do not disclose that the pledget can contain an injectable liquid. 

The Lehe reference US 6273852 does not contain claims that would result in double 
patenting between said reference and the current application, because the '852 does not recite the 
limitation of the additional injectable device or separate filamentary structure as being part of the 
implantable tape. The present application is an improvement on '852, and that improvement is 
recited in all the independent claims, and- thus no double patenting rejection should be made.
